There has been perhaps no 
other phrase or title that im- 
pressed. war news readers more 
vivid. than the words “Con- 
quering Lion” as applied to a 
slender, shndow-skinned and 
bearded: little’ mat sq often 
photographed walking ‘scdately 
in the streets of his capital and 
shaded from the sun by an old 
and unimpressive black. um- 
brella, an . 
ERROR IN TRANSLATION 

But the trouble is ‘that Haile 
Selngsie's title” was  erroncously 
translated-when it was copied into 
Engllsh, It should have read: “A 
Non has survived from the tribo of 
Judah,” 1 ee 

Dr.. George Laman, cthnologist 
fussociated in research” “with Dr. 
John P, Harrington of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, disclosed to-day 
that the word: “conquering” In the 
title is a complete misinterpretation 
ind distorts the original meaning 
of the fitle, which dates ‘to King, 
Solomon. Instead of a roaring, 
ruthless beast, the title has a less 
blood-thirsty but nevertheless 
courageous origin, he said, which ia 
in keeping with the history of 
Kthfopla, - : : 

The origin of the Ethiopian em- 
peror'’s title may be found in ‘the 
Dook -of Genesis and the word 
“Yon” was merely a nickname for 
the tribe of Judah, 
Dr, Lamsa, ‘ ea 

ONLY JUDAH SURVIVED 

The tribe of Judah carned the 
name in 486 B.C. Jerusalem sided 
with Egypt when Eyypt and Baby- 
lonia were at war. The Babylon- 
jans captured Jerusalem, carricd 
the tribeamen off to Babylonia and 
slaughtered them. Only one sur- 
vived. It was Judah. ‘ 

“It waa Jacob who gave the tribe 
of Judah the nickname of ‘lion’, 
Dr.. Lamaa said. “It wag .because 
of their courage. “He said that ‘the 
Sceptre shall not depart from the 
tribe of Judah, nor & law-giver 
from between his . feet.” That 
meant that the lender of Judoh 
should bo the religious and political 
loador of the tribes.” | ° 

It was thia Incident ond the 
nickname “lion” that was the source 
of the motto of Solomon.. In the 
original Amharic, it. rcad: “Lion 
hos survived. Cor prevafled) ‘from 
the. tribo of Judah.” ©The word. 
“survived"—not “conquered” —ia 
tho correct translation of the word, 
which’ is written “Notzakh” In 
Hebrews; “Zkha” In Aramaie and 
“Mogha"” In Ethiopian. - :

Tho seceret history of the in- 
tervention in the general strike 
in 1926 of Dr. Randall Davidson, 
then’ Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and of Sir John Reith’s refuaal 
to allow him to broadcast an ap- 
peal fer Beate ond conciliation, 
is revealed in a biography of .the 
Archbishop, published last month. 

The biographer, Dr. G. K. A, 
Bell, Bishop af Chichester, quotes 
from Dr. Davidson's diary | that 
Sir John Reith “squirmed” when 
the Primate protested against tho 
radio ban. . . 

On May 7, Dy. Bell relates, after 
the atrike had been in progreas for 
some days, & zroup of churchmen 
tnd Nonconformista decided that 
an appeal should. be brondeast for 
conciliation and the withdrawal of 
the strike,

suggestion before -Mr. ‘Ramsay 
MacDonald, then Leader of the 
Labour Party, the latter “thumped.

faced.. That Britain has seri- 
ously reduced her first line of 


defence is beyond question. The 


facts show that the total num- 
ber of ships in the Navy in 1914 
was 467: to-day, it is 273. The 
personnel in 1914 was 146,047, 
compared, - with 94,482 at 
present. In the meantime, the 
population of the United King- 
dom has increased, with nearly 
five million more mouths to 
feed, whilst the . merchant 
fleet hag decreased, and in this 
connection it must be borne in 
mind that in time of war every 


merchant ship sunk or captured’ 


would represent a greater loss 
to the supply service than was 
the case during the last war. 
Coming to the matter of dis- 
armament, what are the facts? 
Upon the basis of numbers of 
ships in the main categories, 
Britain shows a decrease of 40 
per cent., the United States an 
increase of 130 per cent., Italy 
an incrense of 96 per cent., und 
Japan — an increase of 75. per 
cent.
